MAJOR MOODY’S REPORT ON THE APPREN- 
TICED NEGROES. 


[Major Moody, an officer of the British Engineers, who was em- 
ployed hy his Majesty’s government to make the tour of the West 
India Colonies, and examine the condition of the slaves, is favoura- 
bly known in this country, having visited it ia 1824 on his retarn to 
England. The Major has made a very elaborate Report on the bu- 
si .ess of his mission, which, it seems, has not escaped the strictures 
of the London press. The following letter from him in defence of 
his Report will, we think, be think, be read with interest. ] 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE GLOBE. 

23 Bolton Sireet, June 8, 1826. 

Sir,—Your anonymous correspondent proceeds to notice the state- 
ments in my Reports to this effect :— 

** It is to the Major’s theory, therefore, that we now turn our atten- 
tion. We feel the less difficulty in approaching it, as it has already 
undergone discussion ; it is in fact, only a revival, under a new form, 
with cautious limitations, of the notions advanced by Buffon and 
Abbe Raynal, and adopted by Robertsen, that the native races of 
Africa and America are inferior in the order of nature, both as to 
body and mind, when compared with the European.” 

J am altogether ignorant where and when my theory “has already 
undergone discussion ;” and [ am equally ignerant, that is only a re- 
vival of some previous theory, with cautions limitations. If the au- 
thor will inform me in what pages of Baffon, Raynal, and Robertson, 
aud my reports, the similar theory is to be found, 1 shall be much 
obliged to him, for in my present state of ignorance, | am under the 
conviction that le either bas never read my reports, or that he has 
never read the authors to whom he refers. 

The reader of my reports will observe, that it was my anxious de- 
sire to submnit, for consideration, statements as to facts, rather than to

“ Persons who have had practical eye in the direction and 
control of human labour in that part of the world, as L have had for 
many years, have found from experience that the European race of 
men, from physical causes, are seldom able to bear the effects of the 
sun in the low lands of the torrid zone: and are still less able to cu!- 
tivate the soil, so as to produce, with profit, those staple articles of 
commerce which have an exchangeable value in Europe. 

“« The African race of men, however, are able to bear those effects o yf 
the sun, and to undergo the labour required in agriculture; but, as | 
have already said, the stimulus to induce free negroes to a steady |a- 
bour in the sun in agriculture, is not so powerful in the West Indies 
as in England, whilst the inconvenience experienced is much greater, 
in My opinion of the person upon whom the stimuhus to exertion is to 
act.” 

£0 far, therefore, from my representing the native races of Africa 
as being “inferior in the order of neture, both as to body and mind, 
when compared with the European,” as is asserted by your anony- 
mous correspondent, my report states the fact to be directly eontra- 
ry, as to the bodily powers of the negro, by representing the negro as 
capable of cultivating the soil by steady labour in the low grounds of 
the torrid zone, and that men of the European race are unable, in 
such a climate, to perform this kind of labour. There is not one 
word in any of my Reports as to the mental superiority or inferiority 
of the races; but it is merely stated, that the African apprentices, 
when captured, were in an uncivilized state of society. If these 
statements be not plain and obvious facts, I have been guilty of de- 
ceiving the public. I will not say what could have induced your 
correspondent to misrepresent the statement of such facts, as being 
only some old theory revived by me, for some unworthy purpose ; 
for it is not within my powers of comprehension to perceive how the 
statement of these facts can be considered as a revival of any theory; 
but particularly of one, which, if correctly stated by your anonymous 
correspondent, is directly opposed to the plain facts stated by me.

‘From some cause or other, the present imperial family is scarce- 
ly considered as ‘bélongtng'to the ancient stock of Russian prin- 
» and their hereditary rights have not been consolidated by 
the late irregular suceéssion. We do not intend any inference or in- 
sinuation against the absolute necessity, and therefore the sound and 
; reasons, for setting aside the Archduke Constantine; the con- 
ventional rights of individuals musi give way to the public good, and 
there can be no question that any natin is well justified in changing 
the order of succession, or putting it ‘aside altugether, where the 
ceneral interests require it. It is wise, indeed, to adhere to the rule, 
or to seem to adhere to it, for the sake ‘of the manifest utility of pre- 
cluding anarchy and disorder by the inviolable observance of a fixed 
principle, and therefore our own ancestors acted wisely, when, upon 
the accession of William and Mary, they endeavoured to rest the 
right of the new Princes upon the abdication, rather than upon the 
defeasance of right by King James. In fact and common sense, it is 
impossible to mistake the true character and true principles of that 
change in our own hereditary succession. The plain fact was, that 
the succession was changed, because the religion of the country was 
in danger. And the principle is, that the rule of hereditary succes- 
sion should be imkintained sacred!y and inviolably, for the common 
interest of prince and people, except where the safety of the religion 
or laws of the country render it ‘necessary to revert to first princi- 
plés, and to set aside an arbitrary rule, under reasons equally impe- 
yious as those for which it was at first constituted. 

There is another article in these papers. by which it appears, that 
the German States are putting forth all their efforts to rival the Eng- 
lish manufactures, and, if we may believe these statements, they 
begin to have some success. So much, we believe to be true—that 
the rate of wages, and the price of provisions in England before 
Christmas last, had begun to encourage the competition of foreign- 
ers, and to affect our supply of the Continental markets. It is im- 
possible to deny that a very unusual portion of cotton yarn and 
twist (cotton in the first state of its manufacture only), had been 
imported from England—indeed, we believe, continues to be import- 
ed. Nw this can only happen from the circumstance, that foreign- 
ers find they can manufacture this yarn into cloth at a cheaper rate

Eliza- 
beth Wetherall deposed, “I knew the decea but had not seen her 
lately, until Wednesday moraing, when 1 her sitting on the 
step of a door in great Peter-street; she was miserably clad, and 
looked greatly ethaciated. She told me, in a faint voice, that she had 
not tasted fodd for three days, and had been turned out of her lodg- 
ings, kept by a'‘mian named Wilson; stie had ever since wandered 
about the streets, sleeping at night on the steps of doors. 1 could 
not bear to sce her starving situation, and invited her to my lodg- 
ings, in Per'kin’s-rents. J assisted her to walk there, as she was 
scarcely able to support herself, and gave her some breakfast, which 
she partook of eagerly. I then asked her to lie down on my bed. 
She replied, ‘Indeed | will, and thank you too;’ and | helped her 
into hed. Thinking she required more nourishing food, [ pledged 
my shawl and stockings to procure some broth aud wine, which 
semed to revive her. She was with me 3 days and nights. The night 
of her death she begged to have a Bible brought her. She pointed 
out a chapter, and asked me to read it to her, whichidid. She 
then intreatéd me to come to bed, and lie by her side, which I was 
about to do, when she expired. I had not the least suspicion she 
‘was dying. There were some marks on her body, caused by her 
lying on the steps.” The Corover, Jury, and all present, were deep- 
ly affected by this simple pathetic tale. Thie Jury made a small sub- 
scription for the witness, in approbation of her conduct. The mo- 
ther of the unfortunate girl, who had just arrived from Manchester 
to see her daughter, quite unconscious of her illness, at this instant 
rushed into the room, threw herself down in a paroxysm of grief, 
and implored the Corouer to let her see her dear Ellen. The scene 
became too distressing, and the poor afflicted mother was obliged to 
be removed, The Jury returned a verdict, *‘ Died by the visitation 
of God.”

From Gar- 
ry’s Island, lying 28 or 30 miles to seaward of the river’s mouth, 
they had a wide prospect of salt water free from ice, aud abounding 
in seals and white whales. This was a cheering prospect; after re- 
maiming a day on the island to ascertain by astronomical observation 
its position, and which they found to be lat. 69 deg. 29 min. north, 
leng. 135 deg. 41 min. west, they reascended the river, and joined us 
here on the 6th of September. The expedition up to this latter date 
had travelled from New York 5,160 miles, or from Penetanguishene, 
the out-post of Canadian settlements, about 4,444 miles, from the 
23d ef April.
